Not too long ago, Decca released 
a medley of ragtime piano tunes re- 
sorded in Germany by someone called 
“Der Shrager Otto”—otherwise known 


ps Crazy Otto. The disc caught on 
over here, and soon a_ brand-new 
mania began sweeping the country — 
the “Crazy Otto Craze.” 

Leading the American Otto move- 
ment is a youthful modern-day ex- 
ponent of jazz and ragtime music 
named Johnny Maddox. Johnny who 
hails from Gallatin, Tennessee (out- 
side of Nashville), has, during the 
past few years, taken the nation by 


storm with his sensational piano styl- — 


ings. He has great appeal for old and 
young alike, and his talent is not con- 
fined to any one type of music. Yes, 
the hillbilly enthusiasts, pop music 
lovers, jazz fans — and even the 
lovers of classical music — plat ob 
and enjoy the Maddox touch. 


Today Johnny’s “Crazy Otto Med- 
ley” — on the Dot record label — sets 


the pace in the current ragtime piano 


revival, Under the capable manage- 
ment of Randy Wood, President of Dot 
(and also a Gallatin native), the Mad- 
dox boy has hit the best-seller charts 
with his sensational disking and is 
going strong on personal appearances, 

The friendship between Johnny and 
Randy began. when Johnny was a clerk
